WORE ON THE "GILLILAND QUESTION" 

I was almost ready to reverse myself even had an apology on 
/"■^ stencil — but then I saw how the arguments against my rulings were 
invalid. 

The rules state thab an attack is made solely on a province, not 
on a unit. This means that you can have either of the two alternat- 
ives without too much of a problem. However 

If a unit stands, it supports itself and may be supported, 
] If a unit moves unsuccessfully, it can NOT be supported in the 

: province from which it is trying to move. 

• Th8 rules state that an unsuccessful moving piece is bounced 
back, and must stand and support itself. Thus, the fact that a back- 
up attempt had been made with a 2-factor going into the province is 
irrelevant. The 2-factor attack can not be legally accomplished, 
since a bounced unit must stand and support itself. 

John NcCallum writes that .he hasn't commented on the question 
because "1 am too shocked by this flagrant violation of Calhammer's 
own rulings in RURITANIA 

O.K., fine. But I don't recognize the RURITANIA ruling and for 
one simple reason: as John Boardman himself told me, ttjhe RURITANIA 
8uling can not be accepted as a part of the rules, since Calhammer 
was himself one of the players involved and he ruled in his own 
favor. « If Nr. Calhammer should desire to write the BURITANIA ruling 
into the rules by specific example, I would feel bound to follow it 
on games begun after the new rulebook appeared. However, if he con- 
tinues to take no official position, I will stick to my guns. I feel 
r" my interpretation to be the only possible interpretation under the 
rules as they now stand. 

Hal Naus notes in A DROIT that he would have ruled the same way 
I did. 

Don miller feels that, in the Russo-English situation, F Den- 
mark is eliminated but the province of Denmark remains vacant and 
English. 

Under Calhammer's rule, as expressed in RURITANIA, the situat- 
ion would have been a standoff, ignoring entirely the unit in Den- 
matk — which seems weird since his own rules state that the unit 
in Denmark has a duty and obligation to support itself. 

That is the major reason why, I take the RURITANIA Question with 
a grain of salt. 

Richard Shagrin (Rm. 356, Haggett Hall, U. of Washington, Sea- 
ttle, Wash., 98105) has a unique commentary: "Once again Richard 
Shagrin... to the rescue. Now for the definitive answer to your pro- 
blem (Turkey-Italy fleets). "An order to move with support, against 
a unit belonging to the same country as the moving or supporting 
> unit, is of no effect." --. Rules of DIPLOMACY , P. 4, in the middle,

* and exactly by the book ((and so McCallum and Calhammer both are in 
biolation of the rules if they rule standoff, while I'm by the book, 
as I've always claimed. JLC)). In the hypothetical Turkish-Italian 

^•^v situation, there is some faint, irrational prejudice that tells me 

that the Turkish move order is "of no ef feet" .and thus Italy makes 
it. But this way madness lies. Assume a 2-2 standoff. The clever 
rulebender lets one of his units support his opponents move — pres- 
to! the move is i" of no effect" and his unit's moves succeed, where
